Springfield. 0.» Feb. 28. — Mob vio­ 
lence is threatened here as the resu lt 
of a shooting in the railroad y ard s in 
w hich M. M. Davis, a brnk om nn, w as 
perhaps fatally shot by tw o negroes, 
P reston Ladd, 
of 
K ellefontaine, and 
E dw ard Dean, of this city. 
L add w as 
tok en to the hospital as a resu lt of in­ 
ju ries received presu m ably in connec­ 
tion w ith the shooting of D avis, w here 
lie lies in a w ard ad jac ent to his vic­ 
tim . 
Dean w as tak en to D ayton a fte r 
a hu rried conference of officials. 
A 
m ob of 1.0(H) men and boys form ed and 
m arched to the ‘Ju ngle« ,” a locality 
inhabited by colored |>eople, w ith the 
annou nced pu rpose 
ot 
bu rning tha t 
section. 


M ob A ssa u lts th e “ Ju n gle s .” 
M ayor Todd ask ed that Com panies 
B and E of the Third regim ent. Ohio 
N ational G u ard, be called ou t. 
T he 
mol» soon reached the “Ju ngles” and 
b attered one hou se 
to 
pieces w ith 
stones, and posts u sed as b attering 
ram s. A general fire alarm w as sou nd­ 
ed. 
The sou nding of the gong* served 
to fill the streets w ith people arid the 
feeling in the crow ds w as tense. 
T hree C h ild ren in P eril. 
T he mob entered K em pler's saloon 
on E ast Colu m bia street and q u ick ly 
looted it. 
K em pler and bis w ife fled, 
leaving their three little children asleep 
in a room over the saloon. T he bu ild­ 
ing w as riddled w ith bu llets and stones, 
and it w as only by the hardest efforts 
of police and firemen that a w ay w as 
forced throu gh the m ob and the chil­ 
dren rescu ed. 
A fter tbe pillaging of 
the saloon dru nk enness w as an added 
featu re of the riot. 
At 11 p. in. m em ­ 
bers of the mob brok e throu gh a cor­ 
don of police anti set lire to a hou se in 
the 
“Ju ngles,” 
which 
w as 
q u ick ly 
or.m ed down. 
Sergeant C reager, who 
had charge of tbe sq u ad of police, w as 
hit. on the head w ith a brick and seri­ 
ou sly w ou nded. 
M ob Docs Its O w n Sw eet W ill, 
A req u est w as sent ou t a t 10 p. m. 
for the Xenia m ilitary com pany, bu t 
the troops had not arrived a t 
11 p. in. 
A t m idnight 
six 
hou ses w hich had 
been fired by the mob w ere bu rning 
fiercely, and the police had apparently 
lost cou trdl of the situ ation. 
O nly stv 
m em bers of the local m ilitia responded 
to the m ayor's call, and the Xenia com­ 
pany w hich w as expected had not a r­ 
rived.

no efforts w ere m ade to save it.

efforts of the police and firemen and 
the gu ardsm en w ere directed solely to 
forcing the rioters hack and saving the 
property ou tside of the doom ed sq u are. 
At 12:45 a. m. Sheriff Almoney w ired 
G overnor F attison the follow ing: “Send 
all possible troops tonight and hold 
others in readiness 
for 
tom orrow .” 
Sergeant C reager. the policem an hit in 
the face w ith a brick , is in a seriou s 
condition. 
T he mob stoned and jeered 
the m ilitiam en, bu t a show of bay­ 
onets su fficed so far to k eep the riot­ 
ers on the move. 
The ru m or tha t ou t 
of tow n troops w ere m om entarily ex­ 
pected had 
a q u ieting effect on the 
mob. 
Clou m bu s, O.. Feb. 28.— Shortly a ft­ 
er m idnight fou r com panies

Tw o com panies of 
the T hird regim ent at D ayton and an­ 
other at F rb ona w ere also u nder w ait­ 
ing orders.
